. John Rieske gave a learned presentation on the 
coins mentioned in the New Testament. “The identities 
of what these coins are, can, and are, in many cases, 
blown far out of context, as many dealers, possibly 
out of ignorance and largely out of greed, have taken 
advantage of the historical contexts to define certain, 
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specific coin types as the true examples of the coins 
spoken of in the New Testament. In far too many 
cases, they are actually wrong.,” John said. 


The denarius of Tiberius, commonly called a “Trib- 
ute Penny,” is no such thing, he said. It is unlikely that 
a silver coin struck in France circulated in Judea. The 
actual coin was probably a large copper coin.
